U. S. leadership is 
trusted, if not always accented. 
Should there come an alliance of 
Latin countries with those of the 
African-Asian bloc, the balance of 
power would shift. Dr. Ali de- 
plored all talk of blocs. Yet, he 
frankly stated the neutralist poli- 
cies of the smaller countries need- 
ed the votes of the Latins. 


New Nations 


There will be 10, perhaps even 20, 
new African nations knocking on 
the UN door in the immediate 
years ahead. They are all under- 
developed. They will each have a 
burning nationalism, often ex- 
pressing itself in unreasonable at- 
titudes and arrogance. It is true 
of all new nationalisms. Freedom 
and independence are like strong 
drink. 


The problem of the United 
States and other Western nations 
is to assist these nations. The 
Africans do not come with hos- 
tility. There is, for all the criti- 


“cism to us, a great reservoir of 


good will for this country. Our 
strength is both feared and ap- 
preciated for what it means in a 
world in transgression. 


But one encounters apprehen- 
sion here about that strength. It 
is more than Americans feel. It 
have 
fallen far behind in the develop- 
ment in outer space. It also is true 
that our economic system is under 
increasing pressure and shows lit- 
tle capacity for imaginative plan- 
ning. 


World production is rising. Na- 
tions of Europe in particular, and 
some in Asia, are becoming very 
real competitors. We have as- 
sisted them. It has been a part 
of our plan to aid other countries 
' But it 
presents. new problems. 


Our friends worry that we do 
not seem to be doing anything 
much about it, save to speak of 
tariffs. The. status quo can’t be 
retained, especially in a world in 
transgression. But the White 
House says everything is just 
dandy. Only our foreign friends 
seem worried. /

WASHINGTON (#}—President Eisenhower marked 
the start of his final year in office Wednesday by ac- 
cepting an invitation to visit Japan next June on his way 
home from a tour of the Soviet Union.

This seventh anniversary of Ei- 
senhower’s first inauguration also 
brought from him a prediction 
dealing with domestic politics. 


PREDICTS GOP VICTORY 


The President forecast to a 
meeting of Young Republicans 
that the GOP will win at the polls 
in November if the party works 
hard, concentrates on organiza- 
tion, sells its principles to the pub- 
lic and selects good candidates.

Jim Jones 


Jim Jones’ 
Term Cut 
In Half 


The 28-year-prison term of for- 
mer State Revenue department of- 
ficial Jim E. Jones was sliced in 
half Wednesday after Fulton Su- 
perior Court Judge Luther Alver- 
son was told Jones had “made 
every effort’’ to aid investigators 
of wrongdoing in state govern- 
ment. 


Jones, the former head of the 
Motor Fuel Tax Refund Unit, was 
convicted last month of fraud 
charges involving gasoline tax re- 
funds by a jury that set his sen- 
tences at the maximum provided 
by law. 


Judge Alverson at that time or- 
dered Jones to serve 28 years in 
prison and stipulated that an ad- 
ditional 14-year-term would be 
probated. 


The 28-year-prison term was re- 
duced to 14 years Wednesday by 
Judge Alverson who granted 
Jones’ request for a new trial-and 
accepted the ex-state official’s 
guilty plea, then imposed the 
new, lighter sentences. 


The court was told Wednesday 
that Jones had provided an im- 
portant lead in a “very big ir- 
regularity” in state government 
that is being probed by Robert 
Hall, head of the State Law 
Dept.’s criminal division. 


Hall, Fulton Sol. Gen. Paul 
Webb and Special Fulton Prosecu- 
tor Paul Cadenhead all addressed 
Judge Alverson on Jones’ behalf. 


The “‘big irregularity’”’ on which 
Jones has provided a lead didn’t 
crop up again in court, and in- 
vestigators were reluctant to dis- 
cuss it afterwards—but Hall said 
he didn’t think it would have 
come to light without Jones’ as- 
sistance. 

Webb said two years was the 
top sentence finally given other 
offenders in state.cases where 
they had cooperated with the pros- 
ecution. 


Jones and his wife left the 
courthoom in tears after Jones 
promised Judge Alverson that 
‘from here on out, my life is 
going to run solid.” 


, including the proposal for 


federal registrars to assist Negro 
voting in the South. 


This was a key recommenda- 
tion of the Civil Rights Commis- 
sion in its report to the President 
and the Congress last fall. 


However, this proposal appar- 
ently. does not have the backing 
of the Eisenhower administration. 
In fact, the President, himself, 
has expressed doubt as to its 
consitutionality. 


But whether the administration 
backs it or not, the Northerners 
now plan to get the bill out of 
Hennings’ committee and to the 
Senate in time for an agreed upon 
civil rights debate starting Feb- 
ruary 15. 


Sen. Keating (R-NY) said this 
would insure “‘orderly considera- 
tion of civil rights proposals at 
this session of the Senate.” 


He also announced that as soon 
as the committee reports out the 
federal registrar bill he will of- 
fer amendments, including a 
‘“‘noint three’ provision empower- 
ing the attorney general to seek 
federal injunctions to enforce all 
civil rights. This would include 
the right to attend an integrated 
school. 


INCLUDE 7 POINTS 


Keating said his amendments 
would include all seven points 
of the Eisenhower civil rights 
program which has been whittled 
down to five points in the House, 
where it is now bottled up in the 
rules committee. 


Under an agreement reached at 
the end of last session, Senate ma- 
jority leader Lyndon Johnson 
plans to allow a civil rights bill to 
be called up on Feb. 15. 


However, Johnson is believed 
to favor calling up more moderate 
civil rights proposals rather than 
the harsh measures advocated by 
the Northerners. 


If Hennings, Keating, Sen. Javits 
(R-NY) and other Northerners 
succeed in their strategy, it very 
likely would force Southerners in- 
to an all-out fight against it, even 
to the point of a filibuster. 


NO INDICATION YET 


There is yet no indication that 
the watered down Eisenhower civil 
rights program will be cleared for 
House action in time to get it to 
the Senate by Feb. 15, or before, 
so it could be taken up first. 


Republicans and Southern Demo- 
crats in the House rules commit- 
tee are blocking action there, and 
thus far Northern efforts to force 
that bill out by discharge peti- 
tion have failed. 

Meanwhile, Southern 
began calling on state 
back home to come to Washington 
and at least make a record of 
testimony against the federal 
registrars bill before Hennings 
committee.

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Action Is Preferred 
To a Strait Jacket 


The bill offered by House Floor 
Leader Frank Twitty and Fulton Rep. 
Ralph McClelland which would amend 
the act cutting off school taxing powers 
when integration is ordered by the courts 
is a sensible solution to an incredible 
situation, 


Not only would it ease the Atlanta 
Board of Education’s worries about bor- 
rowing money for general operations but 
it might help prevent closing down the 
whole Atlanta school system should one 
school be closed because it has been 
ordered integrated. 


Like so many other Georgia laws on 
the integration question, this one is so 
rigid as to restrict legal maneuvering. 
It places Atlanta and other systems ‘in @& 
strait jacket not of their own making. 


Meanwhile, there is a growing public 
awareness that Atlanta’s school crisis 
does not merely concern Atlantans but 
will affect the whole state. Our rigid 
laws actually could have the effect of 
speeding up the impending clash between 
federal and state authority and the con- 
sequences thereof. 


Other developments in the school con- 
troversy find Atlanta banker W. R. 
Bowdoin, an important political figure 
who did such a splendid job in reorgan- 
izing state purchasing last year, praising 
State School Board Chairman James S. 
Peters for his “realistic view” on the 
school issue. Mr. Bowdoin also becomes 
the first leader in the state’s business and 
financial circles to speak out forcefully 
on the certain economic consequences of 
closing the schools. 


An advocate of acceptance of public 
responsibility and duty on the part of 
businessmen in state government and its 
operations, Mr. Bowdoin, senior vice 
president of the Trust Company of Geor- 
gia, joins the list of those who recognize 
that closing the schools will solve nothing. 
We should be grateful to him and hope 
others will join to the end that the state’s 
strait jacket of laws can be amended. 


Elsewhere on the school issue, Gov. 
Vandiver has said that he would not 
push but would not oppose a study com- 
mission on educational matters to try to 
{ind out whether or not the people would 
be willing for schools to close. It’s diffi- 
cult to see any harm in such a study. 


DeKalb Supt. Jim Cherry also has 
called upon the school people and local 
governments to start expressing them- 
selves on the vital problem they face 
and the DeKalb legislative delegation has 
come up with a proposed amendment. It 
would not repeal segregation laws but 
would amend them to permit “parents’ 
choice,” 


All of these suggestions have the 
merit of not being merely negative but 
of offering hope that a.solution can be 
found. The people and their represen- 
tatives will make the final choice but 
if their representatives choose closed 
schools, “Mr. Jim” Peters’ prediction will 
prove to have been an understatement.

Signs Should Designate 


Slum Housing Areas 


Compliance with Atlanta’s new hous- 
ing code, an essential part of the urban 
renewal program, still leaves much to 
be desired. 


Among the violations have been in- 
stances in which owners of properties 
condemned as unfit for human habita- 
tion have rented or sold their affected 
holdings. 

Such actions, which are in defiance 
of the law, point up the need of the city 
receiving the Legislature’s approval for 
authority to erect signs reading, “Not Fit 
To Live In,” on slum houses that have 
been condemned. 

Signs of that nature would serve as 
a warning to prospective tenants and pur- 
chasers. Unscrupulous landlords would 
find it much more difficult to get away 
with the illegal practices they have been 
pursuing. 

Enforcement of all provisions of the 
urban. renewal program is necessary for 
its success.

powers. It is a country, too, which as the 
industrial leader of Asia is destined to 
play a major role in the turbulent devel- 
opment of the Far East. 


In rejecting neutralism and commu- 
nism, Japan has cast its lot with the free 
countries who are resisting Communist 
totalitarianism. The treaty pledges both 
nations to resist any armed attack on ei- 
ther as dangerous to both and to consult 
with each other whenever the security of 
Japan or peace and security in the Far 
East are threatened, 


Japan’s Constitution, which was writ- 
ten largely at American behest, limits her 
defense commitment to Japan itself. But 
the United States retains the right of 
land, air and naval bases on Japanese soil 
for 10 years at least. 


Premier Kishi also bids for Japan 
to become a full partner in the free 
world’s efforts to expand world trade and 
to assist under-developed countries. All 
of which means greater strength for those 
forces fighting for freedom. They wel- 
come a resurgent and energetic Japan as 
a full-fledged member of the mutual se- 
curity team.

Compromise of the REA controversy 
by the cities and rural interests is one 
of the most encouraging developments in 
Georgia politics in a long time.

“The Georgia Legislature was opened today with a prayer ‘for 
the wisdom to somehow find a way to preserve our blessed Southern 
traditions.’ ’’—The Moultrie Observer, Jan. 11, 1960. After two and 
one-half years as an intelligence officer in England, I return to find 
the same banal, narrow mouthings that were in fashion when I left. 


It is easy to see that Georgia 
has accomplished nothing concrete 
toward the segregation problem 

. nothing except an interna- 
tional reputation for verbal hali- 
tosis. 

What sort of prayer is it that 
requests divine guidance for pres- 
ervation of a situation which is 
indicted by our religious frame- 
work? What sort of prayer is it 
that assumes our traditions to be 
“blessed”? This is no prayer but 
a shallow, spineless verbal acqui- 
escence to a popular movement. 


Editor’s Note: This unsolic- 
ited article was submitted to 
The Constitution by H. Hilton 
Smith of Moultrie, Ga. It is 
typical of some of the soul- 
searching revealed in com- 
munications to this newspaper 
from throughout the state. 


What sort of Legislature is it 
that gives standing applause to

The one possible flaw in the 
Constitution—which is the basis 
for the Supreme Court decision— 
is that it requires sense and imag- 
ination from its users. Right now 
Georgia is not qualified to be a 
user. 

I am not an integrationist. For 
me it is a matter-of good judg- 
ment to stop this stupid, prejudi- 
cial mugwumping, make a work- 
able plan and integrate before we 
have to do it with federal guns at 
our backs at too fast a pace. The 
reasoning behind integration is 
almost self-evident; so much so 
anyway that the reasons against 
it seem childish

‘*‘What’s the answer? One of two 
things. Either people start buying 
goods of less quality at a lower 
price or foreign goods are going 
to come in here and take the 
American market. If you can buy 
a good shirt under the American 
market you don’t care if it’s made 
in Hong Kong—or shoes made in 
Italy. You are trying to find 
something that doesn’t cost: a for- 
tune.and still is worth the money. 

“You can’t blame a man for 
making all the money he can. You 


‘can’t blame a manufacturer for 
making what profit he can. But 


you can’t blame a- consumer, 


either, for trying to get as much 
for his money as he can, even if 
the only answer is buying a for- 
eign-made product. 


“The big companies are already 
doing it. My company is buying 
steel in Germany right now that 
costs $15 a ton less than U‘S. 
steel, even after transportation 
and duty is paid on it. Half the 
automobiles you see running 
around were built on dies that 
Detroit imported from West Ger- 
many. The tool and die makers in 
this country have long since 
priced themselves out of the 
market.

An amateur entomologist as well as a professional 
engineer, Sergei was directed to Glanz by Dr. John 
Pallister, research associate of spiders and insects 
at the American Museum of Natural History. 

Sergei wished to buy some vivid, tropical butter- 
flies for his private collection, but the dealer de- 
clined the money. For this generosity, Glanz was 
thanked in a letter by Wiley T. Bucnanan Jr., United 
States chief of protocol, who called it a ‘“worth- 
while contribution to foreign relations.’’ 


Glanz said he would mount and frame the Khrush- 
chev collection as a souvenir. The Russian also sent 
him a Japanese jewel box of palekh workmanship.

W ife Pulled Gun on Finch 


On Fatal Night, Says Counsel 


By JAMES BACON 


LOS ANGELES (#—Dr. R. Ber- 
nard Finch will contend that his 
wife pulled a gun on him the night 
she was slain and he was un- 
armed, his attorney said Wednes- 
day. 


This came to light at the sen- 
sational Finch murder trial when 
the transcript of Tuesday’s pro- 
ceedings was made public. 


TELLS JUDGE 


The transcript says Defense 
Atty. Grant B. Cooper told the 
judge in a conference at the 
bench, out of hearing of the pub- 
lic: 

“It will be the testimony of the 
defense that when he (Dr. Finch) 
came into the garage (near the 
death scene) she (Mrs. Finch) 
pulled a gun on him first; that 
he did not have the gun in his 
possession.”’ 


Dr. Finch, 42, and his pretty 
mistress, Carole Tregoff, 23, are 
charged with killing socialite Bar- 
bara Jean Finch, 36, at the Finch 
estate in suburban West Covina 
the night of last July 18. 


‘ACCOSTED WIFE’ 


The prosecution claims the doc- 
tor accosted his estranged wife 
in the garage when she returned 
home, beat her and shot her in 
the back when she fled. 


Earlier witnesses testified Mrs. 
Finch feared her husband would 
kill her. The murder weapon, a

The defense previously has: 1. 
Offered to stipulate that Dr. Finch 
fired the fatal shot. 


2. Drawn testimony from an 
autopsy surgeon that an injury on 
Mrs. Finch’s hand could have been 
caused by a gun being wrenched 
from her grasp. 


Thus the defense contention 
seems sure to be that the gun 
went off during a struggle and it 
was either accidental or self - de- 
fense. 


On the witness stand for the 
second day was Jack Cody, 29, 
brought here from a Minneapolis 
jail. 

CODY TESTIFIES 


He says the defendants, after 
shopping around for a tough guy, 
hired him to kill Mrs. Finch. He 
accepted money for the job, he 
said, but never had any intention 
of performing it. 


He told the court that six days 
before the slaying Dr. Finch told 
him:

The House Judiciary Committee Wednesday delayed 
to 9 a.m. Monday. action on a widely opposed bill by 
Rep. Wilbur Orr to prohibit photographic, radio or tele- 


vision coverage of trials. 


Postponement was voted in a 
closed session following a public 
hearing at which 13 representa- 
tives of newspapers, radio and 
television and members of the 
bar attacked the measure as a 
threat to freedom of information 
and the right of judges to govern 
proceedings in their own court- 
rooms. 


Rep. Charles Gowen, of Glynn 
County, chairman of the commit- 
tee, said action was delayed to 
allow some members time to draft 
amendments they wished to ap- 
pend to the bill. 


ORR’S REASON 


Rep. Orr, author of the bill and 
the only. person to speak for it, 
said his principal objection to the 
dissemination of pictures and re- 
cordings made in the courtroom 
was that it gave widespread pub- 
licity to fragmentary and some- 
times misleading bits of testi- 
mony. Under his bill the allow- 
ing of recording or photographic 
coverage of a trial would con- 
stitute grounds for a mistrial. 


Opposition to the bill was led 
by Brooks Smith, publisher of the 
Marietta Journal. and chairman 
of the Georgia Press Assn. free- 
dom of information committee, 
and Homer Rankin, publisher of 
the Tifton Gazette and chairman 
of the press association. 


Rankin said a postcard poll of 
press association members 
throughout the state resulted in 
110 newspaper publishers voting 
“‘strongly against it’’ and one vot- 
ing in favor of it. The single fa- 
vorable vote came from Former 
Gov. Marvin Griffin’s Bainbridge 
Post Searchlight. 


SPEAKERS OPPOSED 


Other speakers opposing the bill 
were Ralph Edwards, of Tifton, 
president of Georgia Broadcast- 
ers; Atty.

Bills Push 
Sales Tax 


Crackdown 


Bills to strengthen state sales 
tax collection laws were among 
a dozen Revenue department 
measures introduced in the House 
Wednesday by administration 
leaders. 


One of the bills authorizes the 
revenue commissioner to seek 
court injunctions to halt opera- 
tions of businesses in certain 
cases of sales tax law violations. 

Representatives Edgar Blalock 
of Clayton, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, and Jack 
Ray of Warren signed all of the 
measures. 


ALTERS CORPORATION LAW 


The legislation also includes a 
bill to revamp the state’s present 
law governing the allocation and 
apportionment of income of cor- 
porations doing busigess within 
and without the state. 


The injunction measure details 
a long list of violations which 
would forfeit the violator’s rights 
to engage in business until he is 
in compliance with the sales tax 
law and until he enters into a 
bend “‘in an amount not to exceed 
twice the amount of all taxes es- 
timated to become due by said 
person under said act for any 
period of three months ... and 
until he pays all taxes legally 
due by him.” 


The bill would authorize the 
commissioner to seek a superior 
court injunction restraining the 
violator from doing further bus- 
iness until he had complied with 
these conditions.

Ban on Resales

Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd declared 
the bill lost for lack of a required 
constitutional majority after the 
upper house voted 24-14 for pas- 
sage. A minimum of 27 votes— 
three more than the bill received 
—is required to pass legisla- 
tion in the Senate. 


Sen. Wallace Jernigan of Hom- 
erville, chief supporter of the 
measure, formally gave notice to 
the Senate, however, that he in- 
tends to ask reconsideration of 
the bill. If he can pick up the 
necessary three votes from among 
the 16 senators who were not pres- 
ent at Wednesday’s voting, he can 
bring the bill back before the Sen- 
ate and secure its passage. 


Defeat of the bill Wednesday 
was not considered by administra- 
tion leaders to have marred their 
perfect record in winning approv- 
al for all of the governor’s pro- 
gram bills during the 1959 session 
and so far during the present one. 


In his State-of-the-State address 
to the General Assembly the gov- 
ernor mentioned the GEA pack- 
age of three bills and one consti- 
tutional amendment and told the 
legislators: “I commend them to 
your careful consideration as es- 
sential steps in the direction of 
better education for Georgia.” 


The package was not, however, 
among the administration-orig- 
inated proposals. 


Sen. Robert Culpepper of Ca- 
milla, the governor’s Senate floor 
leader, said he didn’t consider the 
bill an administration measure, 
although he voted for its passage. 


Sen. John Woodall of Woodland 
spearheaded the opposition to the 
measure in limited Senate debate 
Wednesday. He based his argu- 
ments on a contention that it 
would give county school superin- 
tendents too much power and, at 
the same time, curb powers of 
the county boards of education. 


Under present law, county 
boards may hire school person- 
nel by a three-fourths majority 
vote even if the superintendent 
is opposed to the job applicants. 


Sen. Jernigan said it would be 
better if the superintendent had 
the final say-so in the hiring of 
teachers and other personnel 
he cons 
County boards might hire “con- 
troversial figures” as a result of 
political pressure even when they 
were not acceptable to the school 
auministration, he said. 


He explained that the county 
boards would not, of course, be 
required to hire persons recom- 
mended by the superintendents, 
but they could not hire persons 
he did not recommend. 


The Senate approved without 
dissent a second bill in the GEA 
package Wednesday. It gave 
unanimous passage to a meas- 
ure that authorizes county boards 
of education to appoint superin- 
tendents for unexpired terms. 


The third bill in the package 
was on Wednesday’s Senate cal- 
endar, but was not called for 
deliberation. It is again on the 
calendar for Thursday. Designed 
to stiffen and make uniform re- 
quirements for county’ school 
superintendents, it, too, is consid- 
ered likely to touch off some 
controversy. 


The constitutional amendment 
in the package won Senate ap- 
proval Tuesday by a vote of 39-4. 
It removes the 15-mill limitation 
on county school taxes. Thirty- 
six votes are required for approv- 
al of a constitutional amend- 
ment.

ture and public affairs. 


In his speech last week Doerfer 
put forward the idea that the 
three networks voluntarily agree 
to run public service programs 
during the evening hours of peak 
listening. 


NETWORKS ALTERNATE 


He suggested that the networks 
alternate in a fixed schedule, so 
that no one would get stuck with 
what it might consider a low- 
rating program. 


Doerfer warned: 


“I do not think the broadcast- 
ing industry should wait another 
moment to neutralize those criti- 
cisms directed against the lack 
of public service or quality pro- 
gramming during prime time.” 

Apparently, the networks 
CBS, NBC and ABC — took this 
to heart. Their executives were 
soon in conversation with Doer- 
fer on the technical details of his 
plan. 

When the final agreement is an- 
nounced, it is likely to assign each 
network one weekday evening. 
The network would put on at least 
a half-hour cultural or public serv- 
ice that night that would other- 
wise not be on the air.

“This area of Georgia, like a 
large number of other regions 
throughout the state, is expand- 
ing industrially at a phenomenal 
rate,”” a company spokesman said.

Although the new plant will 
have the most automatic equip- 
ment of a generating plant in 
Georgia, it still will have more 
than 100 employes.

Four Clayton County bills got 
approval Wednesday from the 
House Local Affairs Committee 
and they apparently are ready for 
passage by the House Thursday.

$4. Million

Is Denied 


MONTREAL (AP)—The Ameri- 
can financier, John C. Doyle, ar 
rested as he stepped off his pri- 
vate plane, pleaded innocent 
Wednesday to a charge of theft 
of $4,800,000 through mining stock 
deals. 


Doyle, 44, appeared in court aft- 
er spending a night in jail when 
he failed to make bond of $100,000 
A criminal complaint against him 
had been filed at the request of 
James Scotland Benning of Mont- 
real, a stockholder in Canadian 
Javelin Ltd, Doyle is president of 
the company, which conducts min- 
ing explorations in Quebec and 
Labrador, an iron ore district. 


BATTERY OF ATTORNEYS 


Doyle was represented by three 
Montreal attorneys. Joseph. Cohen, 
well known here as a defense law- 
yer, described the charges as bi- 
zarre. He said the situation also 
is the subject of civil proceedings 
in the United States and added 
that similar cases have ended in 
settlements out of court. 


In New York, Milton S. Gould, 
counsel for Canadian Javelin, said 
the company had been aware of 
the situation behind the Montreal 
charges for several months. He 
said the matter dates back to 1955 
and is the subject of litigation be- 
fore New York state courts. 


The Montreal complaint ac- 
cuses Doyle of theft, conspiracy 
and fraud in connection with 1,- 
350,000 common shares of the 
Javelin stock in transactions be- 
tween May, 1955, and June, 1959. 


HUGE LOAN 
Prosecutor Rene Gahtier 
said the complaint specifically 


deals with use of company shares 
as collateral for a $4,800,000 loan 
from a Swiss bank. The _ stock- 
holders want to know what hap- 
pened to the money. 


Also named in the complaint 
were Pierre Lebrus of Paris, R. 
Van Hyden of Geneva and Jacques 
Gagnon, described as a Canadian 
in charge of the company’s execu- 
tive offices in New York City. Its 
head office is at St. Johns, Nfld. 

On the American Stock Ex- 
change in New York, Canadian 
Javelin stock fell from a high of 
$10.75, closing at $9.25. 

Doyle was taken into custody at 
Dorval Airport Tuesday night as 
he arrived from Nassau, Baha- 
mas, but the arrest was not dis- 
closed until Wednesday.

Congressman Landrum told of 
the history of the Landrum-Grif- 
fin labor bill which was passed 
in the last session of Congress. 


“The unions had grown so pow- 
erful that only a few at the very 
top controlled the policies of labor 
and were beginning to control 
everything,”” he said. “‘Most peo- 
ple figured organized elements 
would win the battle in Congress 
to pass effective labor legisla- 
tion. However, there was an in- 
stant awakening when the meas- 
ures later enacted were intro- 
duced. 


“Why, there was a very explo- 
sion of righteous indignation by 
business people and the unorgan- 
ized elements and some of the or- 
ganized elements. The mail in my 
office increased 500 per cent in 
the period of time from the in- 
troduction of the bill until its 
passage. Men in Congress listened 
to the voice of the people and 
passed the bill." 


CENTRALIZED GOVERNMENT 


Rep. Landrum warned the At- 
lanta businessmen that govern- 
ment was becoming more and 
more centralized and was getting 
out of the hands of the people. 
“Government has ceased to be 
city hall, the county courthouse, 
the state capitol. The country is 
now run by a heavily centralized 
bureaucracy,”’ he said. “But as 
we were able to pass unpassable 
labor legislation when the people 
got behind it, so can we regain 
the reins of government if enough 
people get interested.”

Blending serious topics with 
humorous remarks, Butts scored 
from the kickoff. Nattily attired in 
Georgia colors—a black suit and 
red tie—Butis listened to Gov- 
ernor Vandiver deliver a glowing 
introduction. 


Butts thanked the Legislature for 
inviting him, cautiously eyed the ca- 
pacity crowd and remarked: ‘This is 
sort of a weird meeting.

—Butts Refused To Quit a Loser 


It was a pleasure to see him honored by the Legislature. Call 
it corny if you like, but there’s always a deep romance between 
the man and the institution. Otherwise, there is no explanation for 
his continued residence in Athens for 21 years. It's a matter of 
record that every season since he became head coach at Georgia 
some other college or pro team has offered him a job. 


During the prolonged drought, the pros made several pitches 
for the coach who was specializing in the passing game even be- 
fore the pros took to the air. Several of the offers, including one 
received since the recent Orange Bowl game, were for more dough 
than he earns at Georgia. 


The one trait about the man that I’ve always admired the 
most is the fact that he’s one of the greatest competitors ever 
to grace the sports scene. Few coaches would have remained 
to conduct the battle during the lean years in. which Georgia 
lost eight straight games to Tech. 


Georgia had reached the top under Butts then, for various 
reasons, the Bulldogs dipped to the bottom. The folks who knew 
Butts best were aware that he’d never be happy again until Geor- 
gia completed the tedious journey up the comeback road. 


The Bulldogs reached their destination by winning the SEC 
crown and the Orange Bowl. It was perhaps the happiest year of 
Butts’ long and successful career. It was his kind of team; a team 
which refused to lose which won the title. At season’s end he simply 
said: “They paid the price to be champs.”’ That’s. the supreme 
accolade from Butts. 


—He Carried the Senate and House 


_~, It seemed appropriate that fellow mentors elected Butts presi- 
dent of the National Coaches Assn. during his year of triumph. He 
also continued as a member of the rules committee. And the Legis- 
lature capped the illuminating season Wednesday by inviting Butts 
to speak to the joint session. 


In a serious vein, he thanked Governor Vandiver for recom- 
mending that funds be appropriated to erect a much needed 
coliseum. He pointed out that the coliseum will prove invaluable 
to the entire school. It will be used by the agriculture depart- 
ment; for various campus meetings by the entire college. And, 
of course, it should enable Georgia to re-enter the SEC basket- 
ball race. 


After spinning several stories and applauding football as the 
most democratic segment of college life, Butts paid tribute to his 
wife. He noted that wives of all coaches and politicians “‘must be 
understanding,” and thanked Winnie for the major role she has 
played in whatever success he has achieved. Mrs. Butts also re- 
ceived a standing ovation when introduced by Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd. 

“Winnie should be making this speech,” Wally quipped. ‘She 
does all the speaking at home.”’ ‘ 

If Butts had elected to be a politician instead of a football 
coach, he undoubtedly would have been equally as successful. He 
carried the Georgia House and Senate by a unanimous vote 
Wednesday morning.

One of the most interesting stories to come 
across my desk in several moons involved the 
‘U. S. Marines, and a brand-new type of maneu-

All reports indicate that this 
project actually started back in 
1948, on Adak Island, of Alas- 
ka’s Aleutian chain.

stocking the island with game animals. Selected 
as the creature most able to endure the rigors 
of winter, as well as being prolific and a fine 
sporting animal, was the caribou. 


aa The caribou, as you know, is one of the game 


animals of the far north. He is the American 
version of the old world reindeer. He summers 
above timberline in the mountains or out on the 
tundra leading off into the Arctic Ocean, beyond 
where the trees run out, and migrates south to 
the protection of the forests when bitter cold 
moves across the land. For generations he has 
been the source of the main grub stake for the 
peoples of those far northern latitudes.

If the responsibility of planning and preparing 
three meals a day every day of the week seems 
like a dull, monotonous load weighing heavily on 
you sometimes, consider the problems of Mrs. 
Darothy Myers. 


She is responsible for 5,000 meals a day. And 
the items on her weekly grocery list read like 
this: 160 cases of string beans, 140 cases of lettuce, 
1 ton of beef. . . . Can you imagine figuring how 
much. coffee it would take to brew 6,000 cups a 
day? 

And if you and I think we have problems try- 
Ing to get a whole meal of hot dishes on a table 
simultaneously—think of Darothy’s problems—her 
meals must soar high in the air and still be hot 
when served to hungry sky-riders. 


That’s because Darothy’s business is catering 
for all the major airlines of the country whose 
planes set their wheels down on Atlanta’s run- 
ways and take off with meals aboard. 


For 14 years Darothy has been propelling 
meals upward. But the food is not what it used 
to be. Beginning with 17 employes and two trucks 
to deliver meals to the planes, she packed indi- 
vidual cardboard boxes with sandwiches and 
cupcakes, Today, with 23 trucks and 187 employ- 
ees, she provides airborne passengers with com- 
plete meals and tempting. appetizers. 

Not having any business up in the air, the 
photographer and I were privileged to sample 
airline food service with our feet solidly on the 
ground. This was the delectable menu:

I begged Darothy to give me her Black Bottom 
Pie recipe and she did—and her own original 
recipe for Angel Flake. Pie.

Crust: 
14 crisp ginger snaps

Roll ginger snaps into fine crumbs. Add biitter 
to crumbs ahd pat evenly into 9-inch pie tin.

1 oz. bitter chocolate

_ Scald milk in a double boiler. Add eggs slowly 
to scalded milk. Mix sugar and cornstarch, then 
add to egg mixture and cook for 15 or 20 minutes. 
Stir occasionally. When cookéd, custard will coat 
a spoon.

4 tsp. cream tartar, if desired 
l tblsp. ice cold water — secret in- 
gredient which keeps the meringue 
from bleeding 


Beat eggs until stiff. Add sugar and 1 tbisp. 
ice cold water, and blend. Brown in 550-degree

oven for approximately 5 to 7 minutes. 


Darothy says this high temperature and the 
ice cold water will prevent the meringue from 
shrinking and leaking next to the filling. After 
much experimentation she discovered this secret! 


If you prefer to top the pie with whipped 
cream, use 2 whole eggs in the filling recipe. 
That’s what she does. 

For a very good salad dressing recipe, try this 
one of Darothy’s: 


HONEY FRENCH DRESSING 


4 cups salad oil 
2 cups tomato catsup 
1% cups vinegar 
144 cups honey 
2%, T. Worcestershire sauce 
14 tsp. ground cloves 
4 large onions grated 
2 cup lemon juice 
2%, tblsp. salt 


Blend all ingredients together, slowly. 

I asked Darothy how often the airlines changed 
their menus. “Once a week,”’ she told me, “‘and 
planning, alone, takes a full day of the week. 
Today, for instance, we are preparing 16 dif- 
ferent menus.’’ Buying, quality and food cost con- 
trol is a full-time job which she has delegated to 
George Ihle. 


She leans most heavily, though, on her co: 
partner, operational manager—and husband, Mac 
M. Myers. He manages the personnel and directs 
the radio-controlled trucks which convey the meals 
to the planes. 


Sometimes, however, pilots just-fly in and 
pick up their own meals. Once a small plane 
landed in Darothy’s truck loading area—mo- 
mentarily halting all food service. The pilot 
hopped out and ran into the catering house. A 
moment later he dashed out again, climbed into 
his plane and taxied off—he’d stopped in for 
sandwiches and coffee which he carried off to 
eat aloft! 


No emergency is too great for Darothy and 
her staff te handle: I'm convinced of that. She's 
already been put to the test many times. Her 
latest crisis was a frantic call after five o’clock 
informing her that*she must race a cold plate meal 
to Augusta the next morning for a noon flight of 
the White House press charter plane. She couldn't 
just use leftovers, you know. So she dashed around

If you want your batters and 
doughs to rise enough so that 
the texture of the finished prod- 
uct will be light, fine and even 
—do not grease the sides of 
your baking pans, 


Grease only the bottoms. 


If you are worried about lay- 
er cake removal, line the bot- 
tom of the pan with wax paper 
after the pan is greased. Turn 
the paper over once so that 


both sides are greased. Never | S 


mind the sides. When done the 
product will shrink away from 
the sides anyway. 


But if you grease the sides 
of your pans then the little fin- 
gers of dough will be unable to 
climb up the slippery sides so 
well, as the leavening gas ex- 
pands, and you will not get 
maximum volume or perfect 
texture. This applies to muffins, 
cupcakes, cakes, quick breads 
— any product that rises with 
the exception of yeast doughs. 
Yeast has the strength to push 
the dough up in spite of slip- 
pery sides. 


And it's old-fashioned to flour 
your pans, too. Experimental 
cookery technicians say you 
gain nothing by this except a 
dusty and sometimes soggy cake 
bottom. So disregard this in- 
struction and that of greasing 
sides when you see them given 
in older cookbooks and recipes.
